S THE FEDERAL government's bond-selling program put- 


ting obstacles in the path of business recovery, or is the 


government merely making the best of a bad situation? 


This question is suggested by the 


speech of Orville 
Erringer 
before 


Hope Rotary club on Friday. 


Mr. Erringer said that Ihc practice 


of making feddral bonds tax-exempt 
was costing the government 800 mil- 
Ions a year in revenue, and was pre- 
venting capital from flowing back inlo 
the channels of private trade. 


It is hardly to be expected that a 


young newspaper operator is going to 
defend the elderly gentlemen of Amer- 
ica who, having "made theirs," arc 
now living at cast on tax-exempt gov- 
ernment coupons. 


What we do propose, nowevcr, is lo 


defend Ihc right of the Dcmocralic 
national administration to continue a 
delicate 
financial 
operation 
upon 


which rests Ihc enlirc recovery per- 
formance—al least so far as the gov- 
ernment is concerned with it. 


It takes money for the government 


to mcel ils pledges. 


That money is gotten in the open 


markets of the world—and as far as I 
know the present administration has

PINE BLUFF, Ark.—(/P)-Gcneral 


Manager Frank M. Wilkcs of the Ar- 
kansas Power & Light Co. announced 
reductions in rates Saturday to more 
than 200 cities and towns served by his 
company in Arkansas. 


The aggregate saving would be $225(- 


000 per year, he said. 


The reduction will become effective 


in July on all bills payable in Aug- 
ust. 


Tho percentage of reduction could 


not be given at once, Wilkcs said, but 
the new rate structure follows in com- 
parison with the old: 


Residential: New rate G cents 
for 


first 40 KWH, old rate 7; next 110 
KWH, 
new rate 5 cents, old rate 6; 


next 150 KWH, new rate 3 cents, old 
rate 4; in excess of 300 KWH, new 
rate 2 cents, old rate 3. 


Wilkes' announcemenl said the pow- 


er company would nol seek lo con- 
test the recent finding of the SlaTS" 
Facl Finding Tribunal lhat the Cily 
of Stuttgart was entitled to a rate re-

Stuttgart Started It 


LITTLE ROCK—The Arkansas Pow- 


er & Light Co. is preparing to make a 
general reduction of approximately 10 
per cent on electric rates to residen- 
tial consumers and a somewhat small- 
er reduction to commercial uses, it 
was repoted Friday. 


The announcement probably will be 


made by company officials at Stutt- 
gart Tuesday night when the City 
Council is expected to pass an ordin- 
ance to put into effect a redudtion of 
approximately 10 per cent which the 
Arkansas Fact Finding Tribunal re- 
ported Thursday is justified by earn- 
ings of the company on its Stuttgart 
property. 


Proposed Schedule. 


P. A. Lasley, chairman of the tribu- 


nal, 
made public Friday a schedule 


of reduced rates which he recom- 
mended to the Stuttgart City Council 
for adoption Tuesday night. 


The new schedule would save resi- 


dential and commercial consumers in 
Stuttgart approximately $6,100. 
The 


t'jtfjiinal's report found that the Stutt- 
gjpf property's earnsings were $fi,724 
m excess of a reasonable return on 
the company's investment. 


If the schedule recommended for 


Stuttgart should be puet into effect 
throughout the Arkansas Power and 
Light company's .system, the resultant 
reduction to rate payers would be ap- 
proximately $197,121, it was said. 


This savings in rates would be dis- 


tributed as follows: 


Residential users in Little Rock, 


$41,000. 


Residential users in other cities, 


towns and rural sections, $63,621. 


Commercial 
consumers 
in entire 


state, including Little Rock, $92,500. 


Officials Heticcnt. 


Officials of tin-' Power and Light 


company declined to discuss the re- 
port that a state-wide reduction would 
be put into effect soon, although they 
confirmed the report that reductions 
of approximately 10 per cent were 
made effective recently in Louisiana 
and Mississippi by companies headed 
by Harvey C. Couch, president of the 
Arkansas company. 


Negotiations for reductions in those 


states were started several months ago 
after effects of the TVA power devel- 
opment began to be felt in Tennessee 
and adjoining states.

r. Couch conferred with officials 
he Arkansas tribunal when he was 


in Little Roc kscvcral weeks ago. He 
told a Gaelic reporter at that lime 
that the matter of a general rate re- 
duction had been under consideration

The current issues of government 


indebtedness arc being floated al 3 
per cenl inlercsl—tax-exempt. 


If the issues were not tax-exempt 


the government would have to pay a 
higher rate of inleresl—probably twice 
as much. As authority for this slatc- 
mcnt I quote the following from a 
letter written by Ihc Duplex Printing 
Press Company of Batlle Creek, Mich., 
to Ihis newspaper July 29, 1933, ex- 
plaining the tax siluation: 


The accumulation of state, coun- 


ty and school income taxes cats up 
from 3 to 4 per cent of Ihc invesl- 
bd capilal of corporations every 
year. A 7 per cent investment in 
the form of customers' notes ac- 
cordingly shrinks to a net of 3 to 
4 per cent which is, of course, not 
sufficient to atlracl capilal. 
II lakes Ihe prestige of Ihe federal 


government plus tax-exempttion to 
borrow money at 3 per 
cent—and 


without tax-exemption the govern- 
ment would have to pay G. 


The United States government at 


this moment owes 2G'/> billion dollars. 
Three per cent interest is approxi- 
mately 800 million dollars annually. 


If the government removed the tax- 


exemption feature on 3 per cent bonds 
which Mr. Erringer complains is los- 
ing us 800 millions a year in taxes, 
then the government would have to 
increase taxes by 800 millions to pay 
intercsl on G per cenl bonds!

Is Ihc market for government secur- 


ities retarding the flow of money into 
private investment 
I suppose il is. 


But money isn't going to be brow- 


beaten into going places where it 
doesn't want to go—any more than la- 
bor will be browbeaten.

Rains in torrential quantilics washed 


away some drouth worries along a 
broad area from the upper lakes re- 
gion to the Pacific coast Friday, bul 
in certain sections 
Ihe 
downpours 


merely increased farm worries. 


Rejoicing over Ihc break in the 


drouth was tempered by windstorm 
and flood damage in Iowa and South 
Dakota. In 
northwest 
Iowa 
much 


damage was caused by soil erosion. 


A farmer and his son were crushed 


to death near Tripp, S. D., when a 
large barn, wrecked 
by 
a 
storm, 


crashed upon them. Another farmer 
was killed near Mitchell, S. D. An 
unidentified man was killed by a mo- 
torist who said he was blinded by the 
rainstorm. 


The downpour brought flood con- 


ditions to noiihwcslern lov/a. Tons of 
loose lop 'soil were washed from Ihe 
upland areas. Homes in the lowlands 
were endangered and the washing out 
of railroad tracking temporarily halt- 
ed traffic. 


Scores of families fled their homes 


when the Floyd river left its banks 
and covered a mile-wide area in the 
cast part of Sioux City, la. Rains of 
four inches were reported at Sheldon 
and Spencer, la., but the central and 
eastern parts of the state remained in 
the clutches of the drouth. 


Nearly every section of the Dakotas 


and Minnesota received rains. 
Wind- 


storms accompanied the 
deluge 
in 


southeastern Minnesota and eastern 
South Dakota. Pastures, 
corn 
and 


garden crops benefited greatly, but 
small grain in the Northwest was said 
to be practically beyond redemption. 


Rains totaled from three to three 


and one-half inches in southwestern 
Minnesota. University farm 
experts 


said normal precipitation should give 
the state an adequate feed crop to tide 
its livestock over the winter. They 
said chances were good for a fair corn 
crop. One said continued regular rain 
was needed to save the late crops of 
small grain fro mdestruction. 
small grain from destruction, 
in northeastern Nebraska, where rains 
have continued for several days. Corn 
and hay were reported in good con- 
dition. Thursday night's rain covered 
most of eastern Nebraska but that 
ana ni;eded much more rain. Small 
grains in the state were generally 
pour or a failure.

Steel Agrees to 


Johnson Program 


Uncertain, However, 


Whether Labor Will 


Accept It 


WASHINGTON^(^)-The country's 


steel industry Friday offered to the 
government a plan under which all 
questions of choosing worker repre- 
sentatives and all complaints of anti- 
union discrimination would be ad- 
judicated by a neutral board of three. 


The proffer was made hi the face 


of threats of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation . of Iron Steel & Tin Workers 
to strike, but it was not a proposal put 
in for agreement by the union. 


Leaders of the union assembled here 


Friday night were definitely opposed 
to the project, but Hugh S. Johnson, 
Recovery administrator, called them 
to his ofice for a meeting Saturday 
morning at which he hopes ot explain 
it to them. 


The plan was submitted at govern- 


ment urging. It was the result of pro- 
tracted negotiations and 
suggestions 


between Johnson and his aides and the 
Iron and Steel Institute. 


Under it the steel industry agreed 


that the board of three was to be com- 
posed of one representative 
of the 


public interest, one of the employer 
and the other of the employe interest, 
but none to be "any person presently 
or formerly having any interest in or 
partisan 
relationship 
towards 
em- 


ployes or in or toward employers in 
the steel industry or any company 
therein or in or towards any labor or- 
ganization, whether national or local." 


The board would have authority to: 
1. Hear complainls of interference 


or coercion in all steel labor elections 
since January 1 and require new elec- 
tions if it' determined there was un- 
fairness. 


2. Authority "to hear and deter- 


mine" complaints of discrimination 
against or discharge of employes be- 
cause of labor affiliation, if it found 
the existing employe representation 
plan had not affored opportunity to 
fairly determine the question. 


3. Right Ui 'supervise any election 


of employe representatives under the 
existing employe representation plan, 
or any amended plans 'and to super- 
vise any vote to amend such repre- 
senalion plans" at the request of the 
employer, or the employe committee 
in charge of elections or "upon writ- 
ten request signed by a substantial 
percentage of the eligible voters." 


4. Powker to act as arbitrator in 


any labor or other dispute if agreed 
upon in writing by both parties to 
the dispute. 


5. Access to all pertinent pay rolls 


and all lists ofthosc claimed to be 
employed by any employer and to be 
entitled to vote 
for 
representatives 


with power to prescribe "rules and 
regulations necessary for the exercise 
of the functions as herein provided."

Recovery Act Is 


Press Meet Topic 


J. J. Harrison Defends 


Federal Government's 


Expenditures 


CLARKSVILLE, Ark—The National 


Recovery Act has put newspaper pub- 
lishers and editors in an optimistic 
frame of mind. 


At least, that was the general opin- 


ion expressed during the opening day's 
program of the 62nd annual conven- 
tion of tiie Arkansas Press Association 
which 
met in Clarksville 
Friday. 


There were editors and publishers 
here from practically every section of 
the state. No long faces were observ- 
ed. If this may be accepted as a cri- 
lerian, Ihere has been a great recovery 
in the newspaper business. 


While the attendance was not what 


may have been expected, by actual 
count there was 142 present for the 
annual banquet. Officials of the asso- 
ciation said that many others were 
expected to register Saturday. 


At the banquet Friday night, James 


J. Harrison of Little Rock, director 
of the National Emergency Council for 
Arkansas, made the principal address. 
His subject was "On Our Way." He 
discussed business recovery since the 
inauguration of President Roosevelt 
and spoke enthusiastically of his ob- 
servations of improvement in busi- 
ness. 


In part Mr. Harrison said: "We are 


somewhat frightened by the very vi- 
tality of our recovery and disposed to 
question the remedies applied. 
Are 


these enormous government expendi- 
tures jeopardizing or promoting na- 
tional recovery? 


"In the first place, they represent Ihe 


temporary bul necessitous substitution 
of government action for indivdiual 
initialive. The 50 rulers of America 
lisled by Ambassador Gerard in 1930 
were nearly all in bomb proof dug- 
outs in February, 1933. 


"These 
expenditures, 
unlike 
the 


much greater war-time expenditures 
of 1817-18, are contemplated and un- 
dertaken for the purpose of restoring 
the badly damaged structure of so- 
ciety rather than destroying it. 


"The greater part of the expendi- 


tures are in the form of provident 
loans and will be repaid with neglible 
losses. These loans will not only save' 
the indivduals homes, farms, banks, 
railroads and other institutions to 
which they are made, but they have 
arrested the spreading decay of uni- 
versal bankruptcy and saved the whole 
structure of our industrial society. 


"Moreover, our outright expendi- 


tures for emergency relief, despite oc- 
casional evidence of shocking traffic 
in human misery, may turn out to be 
the wisest of all our expendilures. If 
during Ihis decade, we develop a na- 
lional conscience for social justice and 
produceengineers in human relations 
who can chart the broad new high- 
ways of fraternity, we shall count the 
tuition in this brad school of exper- 
ience through which we are passing 
as the moct fruitful investment in our 
history."

Improvement Tax 


Rule Is Changed 


Not to Be Deducted From 


HOLC Loans Unless 


Especially Large 


LITTLE ROC—Improvement district 


taxes will not be deducted from the 
face value of the loans made by the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation if 
these taxes are only nominal in com- 
parison with the value o fthe proper- 
ty, R. Frank Milwce, stale manager 
of the HOLC, announced Friday. 


The Home Loan Bank Board in 


Washington, D. C., announced several 
weeks ago thai all future improve- 
ment district taxes must be deducted 
from a loan by the HOLC before it is 
completed. With this provision in ef- 
fect, many Arkansans were confront- 
ed with the certainly lhal, if their ap- 
plicalions were granted, 
the 
loans 


would be several hundred dollars less 
than the amount needed to refinance 
their' home. 


Mr. Milwee explained that, in cases 


where the value of the property, upon 
which the loan is to be made, is low 
and the improvement taxes are high, 
some amount must be deducted from 
the lolal loan to prevent Ihe taxes 
from "eating up the loan." 


He estimated that in most cases the 


taxes would be nominal if they are 
under five per cent of the loan. For 
example on a $5,000 home, improve- 
ment district taxes amounting to $250 
would not be deducted . 


The new ruling announced by Mr. 


Milwee is the result of a resolution 
recently adoptel by the Home Loan 
Bank Board in Washington, as follows: 


"Improvement assessments existing 


but not yet due and payable at the 
time of closing of the loan may be 
paid in the discretion of the state man- 
ager as other home mortgages, obliga- 
tions or liens." 


Mr. Milwee also announced that on 


those cases where the final adjust- 
ment between the mortgagor and the 
mortgagee has been made and the case 
has passed to the legal department for 
closing, the improvement taxes do not 
have to be taken into consideration, 
unless they are exorbitant.

Cottage cheese, known also as pot 


or Dutch cheese and even schmier- 
kase, is a fine addition to your sum- 
mer menus, first because it's whole- 
some for hot weather and second be- 
cause it's easily made. 


As a matter of fact most city mar- 


kets and dairies offer a good quality, 
with cream, or without. But you can 
make it yourself, and use up extra 
milk. Because it is the protein part 
of the milk, cottage cheese will take 
the place of meat or eggs for lunch- 
eon or supper. 


Although buttermilk is sometimes 


used, thick curdled milk that has sour- 
ed quickly is the best foundation for a 
good quality of cheese. 


Heat Hardens Curd 


Tomorrow's Menu 


Breakfast: 
Cantaloupe, cereal, 


cream, broiled cottage ham, pota- 
toes hashed in milk, toast, milk, 
coffee.

In addi- 
tion to the usual literary and classical 
courses offered in colleges, it com- 
prises, as a part of its organization, 
the state college of agriculture and 
engineering, and is the only institution 
in the state giving complete college 
courses and degrees in these important 
ndustrial subjects. It also has com- 
plete courses in law and business ad- 
ministration. 


"The University has also a College 


of Education whose graduates receive 
diplomas entitling them to teach in 
the public schools for life,

phatically not interested in being giv- 
en a "bonus" term 
of two years 


through adoption of the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to make four- 
year jobs of all state, district, county 
and township offices now filed every 
two years. The governor said he would 
favor an amendment to make the gov- 
ernor's term four years, if it provid- 
ed that the governor could not suc- 
ceed himself and if it became effective 
at a time when people would know 
•they were nominating a candidate 
who would beelected for a four-year 
term. He added that the governor 
should not be allowed to seek any 
other elective state office immediately 
after retiring from the governor's of- 
fice.
